As to the claims readable on the elected species, Applicant 
notes that the Examiner indicated that Claims 3 and 4 correspond to the elected species and the 
remaining claims, excepting for Claim 5 are generic and, therefore, also read on the elected species. 
As to Claim 5, it is Applicant's position that Claim 5 also reads on the elected species since Claim 1 



covers: 

the use of PCOs or 

the use of caffeic acid esters, or use of a mixture of PCO and caffeic acid esters 
for the preparation of a composition for activating the endogenous synthesis of HSP 32 or a 
functional peptide fragment of such a protein. 
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Accordingly, since PCOs may be in mixture with caffeic acid esters, it is submitted that 



Claim 5, as well as the remaining claims are readable on the elected species.
